TELLS LIFE STORY 


Book Published in London 
Deals with Their Love 
and His Divorce. 


SHOWS COST IN POLITICS. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, May 18.—“ The Love Story of 
Charles Stewart Parnell,’’ by his widow, is 
published today in book form. The story of 
the divorce in which Mrs. O’Shea was co- 
respondent is told at much length and forma 
a narrative of the deepest interest. In spite 
of Mrs. O’Shea’s repeated pleadings, Par- 
nell’s refusal to defend the case proved un- 
shakable. They wanted the divorce, he 
argued, and there was no use opposing It. 

They must be enjoying themselves in 
court by now, he remarked on the morning 
the case came on, and he declared he wouid 
have the decree framed. 

„% There will be a howl,” he said, “ but it 
will be the howling of hypocrites,” adding, 
“ not altogether, for some of those Irish fools 
are genuine in their belief that forms and 
creeds can govern life and men Perhape 
they are right so ‘far as they can experience 
life, but I am not as they, for-they are 
amongst the world’s children. I am a man.” 


Forced to Make Fight. 

The decree nisi was brought down to 
Brighton and Mrs. O’Shea says: We were 
very happy that evening.” 

Then came the question of facing the Irish 
party, and now Parnell was prepared to 
fight. In response to Mrs. O'Shea’s question 
What does it matter, now? They have all 
known for years.” Parnell replied, “ My 
sweetheart, they. are afraid of shocking 
Gladstone.” 

But Gladstone?” I began bewildered. 

“Just so. We are public reprobates now. 
It just makes the difference—he is a devout 
churchman, they tell me.“ 


Gladstone Must Be Obeyed. 

Parnell's famous manifesto appeared Nov. 
29 and the drama of committee room No, 15 
opened here. In Mrs. Parnell’s summing up 
of the situation she says: 

“The grand old man had spoken and his 
mandate must be obeyed. Ever swift to take 
advantage of political opportunity, he struck 
at the right moment. Remorselessly for ten 
years Gladstone had known of ‘gw relations 
between Parnell and myself and had taken 
full advantage of the facility this intimacy 
offered h'm in keeping with the Irish leader. 

An English statesman must always ap- 
pear on the side of the angels. So Gladstone 
found his religion could at last be useful to 
his country. Parnell felt no resentment 
towards Gladstone. He merely said to me 
with his grave smile, That old spider has 
nearly all my flies in his web,’ and to my in- 
dignation against Gladstone he replied, ‘ You 
don't make allowances for statecraft. He 
has the gonconformist conecience to con- 
sider and you know as well asI do that he 
always loathed me. But these fools who 
throw me over at his bidding make me a 
little sad.“ 


Silent on Irish Knowledge. 
As to the knowledge which the Irish party 
of the relations between her and 
their leader.

assault, burglary, robbery, theft, and like 
crimes in Chicago, upon the causes of the

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ROOSEVELT ENDS 
LONG TRIP TODAY 


Colonel Due at Oyster Bay 
After Exploring Wilds 
of South America’s 
Interior. 


HAS REGAINED HEALTH. 


Masters Siege of Illness Due to 
Hardships and Privations, 
Liner Captain 
Reports. 


New York, May 18.~—Theodore Roosevelt's 
return journey from the jungies of Brazil will 
terminate probably late tomorrow with his 
arrival at his home in Oyster Bay, Long Is- 
land. He is a passenger on the liner Aidan, 
which, according to wireless messages re- 
ceived tonight, is due at quarantine about 
4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

If the steamship reaches port at that hour 
Col. Roosevelt will be taken off at quaram 
tine and transferred to a tug, which will 
carry him to the W. Emlen Roosevelt pier 
at Oyster Bay. 

That ig the tentative plan, Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. said tonight. If the Aidan gets in 
after dark the colonel, he said, may stay on 
board until the vessel docks in Brooklyn, 
and go to Oyster Bay by train. On the tug 
which will meet the Aidan will be only mem 
bers of the Roosevelt family. 


Not So III as Reported. 

From his South American explorations the 
former president is returning nearly a well 
man after a siege of serious illness due to 
hardships and privations he encountered, ac- 
cording to Capt. Andrew Alexander of the 
Booth liner Dunstan, which arrived here to- 
night from Brazil. 

For four days Col. Roosevelt was a passen- 
ger on the Dunstan before being transferred 
tothe Aidan. At Manaos, some 850 miles from 
the mouth of the Amazon, the colonel was 
assisted on board the Dunstan for the trip 
down the river toward the Atlantic. He re- 
mained confined in his cabin for three days. 

On the fourth day he appeared on deck, and 
when a few hours later, at Para, he stepped 
aboard the Aidan, Capt. Alexander said the 
fever from which he had been suffering had 
disappeared, the wound on his leg due to an 
operation performed at Manace for an 
abscess was fast mending, he had gained in 
weight, his appetite had returned, and he was 
in the best of spirits. 


Seek to Avoid Demonstration, 
According to friends of the Roosevelt fam- 


ier ression that the colonel is return- 
“a sick man probably arose over then 


efforts to have him reach his home without 
being generally hailed by the public on shore. 

The family is desirous of avoiding a dem- 
onstration, either at the Brooklyn pier or at 
the depot at Oyster Bay, where the towns- 
people of his home village have planned to 
greet him noisily if he comes by rail. 

It was an emaciated explorer who limped 
up the gangplank of the Dunstan on May 1, 
according to the stories told by Capt. Alex- 
ander and his officers tonight. 

That morning Col. Roosevelt had under- 
gone an operation for the injury sustained 
to his leg while trying to save a canoe in 
the river rapids during his tour of explora- 
tion. 

He was brought on a stretcher In an au- 
tomobile to the Dunstan’s dock. He refused 
to be carried on to the boat, but leaned on the 
arms of two companions and walked. A 
Brazilian army officer, a surgeon, who ac- 
companied the expedition, went aboard with 
the colonel and remained with him as far as 
Para, where the Aidan for several days had 
delayed its voyage northward awaiting the 
colonel’s arrival. 


Gains Strength Rapidly.

Man Who Once Was Chief Ad- 
viser to Dictator Feared 
Loss of His Life. 


ESCAPES TO VERA CRUZ. 


American Officers Give Him Free- 
dom as Soon as He Reaches 
Safety. 


Vera Cruz, May 18.—Dr. Aureliano Urrutia, 
who was once Huerta's most trusted coun- 
sellor in the cabinet and who, as minister of 
the interior, is believed to have been the 
author of many orders for the disappearance 
of his chief's political enemies, arrived today 
among the refugees from the capital. He had 
fied from the wrath ef Gen. Huerta. 

Dr. Urrutia said he had decided that to 
remain within reach of the provisional presi- 
dent wae to court death. He said he pre- 
ferred to enter the American lines and trust 
to the hospitality of the American authorities 
in Vera Crus. He was accompanied by his 
family. 

The former minister of the interior said he 
had stolen away from the capital in the same 
way as any other fugitive. He had succeeded 
In eluding Huerta's agents and arrived within 
the American lines without his identity being 
disclosed. Once on board the American train 
on the Vera Cruz side of the gap in the rail- 
road he made himself known to the guards 
and surrendered a pistol which he had man- 
aged to keep when the Mexicans searched the 


train. 
Given Freedom by Funston. 

Lieut. Richardson, who was in charge of 
the American train, detained Dr. Urrutia and 
took him to Brig. Gen. Funston's office. The 
general said there was no reason for the fur- 
ther detention of the fugitive and ordered 
him placed at liberty. 

Outside the general's office Dr. Urrutia's 
wife was waiting and weeping. hen her 
husband came out they departed together to 
seek a lodging at the Diligencias hotel, where 
numbers of Americans reside. 

Dr. Urrutia was again taken into custody 
, because of a demonstration made against 
him, but was released for the second time 
and sent to his room, where he is guarded 
by a marine, whose presence was requested 
by the fugitive in the belief that his life was 
in danger from his own people. 


Editor Leads in Demonstration. 

Antonio Rivero de m Torre, editor of EI 
Dictamen, was the leader of the demonstra- 
tion against the former minister. He ap- 
peared in the street beneath the window of 
the room occupied by Dr. Urrutia at the 
Diligencias hotel and began an impassioned 
speech. He shouted “Assassin and 
coward!” and charged Urrutia was re- 
sponsible for the execution of his brother, 
one of the deputies of the congress which 
Huerta dissolved. 

He cried out that Urrutia feared to walk 
the streets like an honest man, and chal- 
lenged him to appear before the mall crowd 
| of his countrymen who had already gathered.

Scene; Shots Hit Auto, 
Sing By Drivers. 


Bernard Swenson, 25 year old brother of 
Bert Swenson, a farmer near Leland, Iu., 
disappeared last week. He had been subject 
tp spells of moroseness and had wandered 
off on several occasions until bie brother 
thought nothing of it. On Saturday night he 
returned from Aurora with a 20-25 automatic 
Winchester magazine rifle. On Sunday 
morning he shouldered the rifle and took a 
#2 caliber Colt automatic pistol, which he 

last Christmas. He marched out 
into the front yard and paraded up and down 
the road near the house, 

Finally his brother persuaded him to come 
pack in the house. Bernard Swenson re- 
fused to part with his weapons, and during 
the next hour amused himself by taking 
four pot shots at his brother in the house, 
One of the bullets barely grazed Bert’s hip 
and he ran outside and hid in a corn crib. 


Holds Up Churchgoers. 

Bernard then went back to the road and 
"took up a commanding position ona hill. A 
rig containing a man and woman returning’ 
from church appeared down the road. 
Swenson drew a bead on the horse and sent 
a string of bullets singing past its ears. 
The driver succeeded in quieting the fright- 
ened animal, turned it about, and headed 
back the other way. Several ether vehicles 
approached, but soon disappeared the way 
they had come amid a rain of bullets, 

An automobile driven by Hiram Baker and 
containing several other members of his 
family approached. They were returning 
from the funeral services of 7 year old Lu- 
cille Baker in the little church in Victor 
township, a short distance from the Swensen 
farm. The machine had approached so quick- 
ly that it was almost upon him before Swen- 
gon saw it. He picked up hie rifle and clipped 
the fender with a bullet. The occupants of 
the car, save the driver, ducked in the ton- 
neau. The driver, however, put on full speed 
and was greeted by a bullet thudding 
against the radiator. The machine swept 
past. No one was injured, 


Sees Funeral Procession, 

Far up the road Swenson saw the funeral 
procession coming. It was moving slowly to- 
ward the little burial ground on the hill just 
behind him. The crazed man ran down into 
the middle of the highway and planted him- 
self firmly. 

“Halt!” he shouted to the driver of the 
hearse, ä 

The driver, thinking the man was joking, 
paid no attention. Swenson brought his rifle 
to his shouder and there was a sharp crack. 


Noe lead tore through the crown of the driv- 


er's hat. He pulled up the horses abruptly. 
Swenson advanced, placed one foot on a 
wheel hub of the hearse, and announced in 
loud tones he would kill any one who tried 
to get out of his buggy. One by one the ve- 
hicles drew up behind the hearse, and there 
they remained stationary for three hours. 

In the meantime Swensan's sister-in-le w— 
his brother still was hiding in the coracrib— 
came up to him and tried to get him back mto 
the house. He stubbornly refused and held 
fast to his gun. Farmers from all over the 
neighborhood came running to the scene, but 
none of them dared to go close to the crazed

Plan to Drug Him.

He had come to within ten feet of him when 
Swenson snapped the rifle to his shoulder, 
leveled it directly at Poust’s head, and sang 
out. Hands up! 


Trick Crazy Man. 
Poust put his arms above his head. Mrs. 


‘Swenson then came to Poust's assistance 


and explained to Bernard the sheriff was 
his friend. Swenson threw the rifle over into 
the hollow of his left arm, where it would be 
ready for instant use. Poust held out his 
right hand. 

“I'm your friend, Swenson, shake hands,” 
the sheriff said. 

Swenson slowly extended his right hand 
and it sank in the vice-like grip of the sheriff. 
The next instant he was jerked forward off 
fis feet and the rifle went spinning.

TT WAS ACCIDENT, TRUAX SAYS 


Self-Wounded Man Tries to Clear 
Up Mystery. 


LITTLE CHANCE TO LIVE. 


Doctors Assert Revolver Cleaning 
Will Result Fatally. 


Sewall Truax, whe was mysteriously shot 
through the head on May 7 while sitting 
in an invalid chair at the residence of hig 
father-in-law, W. C. Egan, of Highland Park, 
says it was an accident. 

In a recent moment of consciousness he 
told his wife a story of how it all happened. 

* Evva,”’ he munmured to his wife: Dvva, 
it was just an accident.” 

When you left the room,” he continued, 
speaking with great effort, “I broke the 
gun and saw it was loaded. I must have 
lifted the hammer back before and forgotten 
it. I snapped the chamber shut, and my arm 
slipped with the effort and hit the side of 
the chair, and the gun jerked back hard 
against my right shoulder. That must have 
done it, for you see I was grasping it so tight 
then——” But the effort was too much; he 
could speak no more. Since then he re- 
peatedly has tried to tell his nurse it was 
nothing but an accident. — | 

Truax had asked for the pistol and cleaning 
kit in order to get the revolver in condition 
to sell. He said that it would never be of 
use to him again. 

Truax probably will not again be able to tell 
of the shooting. The bullet took effect just 
above his right temple, and came out above 
and back of his right ear. Attending phy- 
sicians say that, considering the amount of 
blood and brain matter lost, it is little short 
of miraculous that Truax has lingered this 
long. He can not possibly live more then 
another week at the longest, the doctors as- 
ert.

The Illinois federation raised $17,000 for the 
entertainment of the guests, but this did 
not provide for music, and the State Street 
Merchants’ association gave $2,000 for this 
purpose. Others are said to have contributed 
to the music fund. 

Mrs. Herdten, Mra. Gannon, Miss Steyen- 
son, Rudolph Reuter, pianist; Allen Spencer, 
pianist; Leon Sametini, violinist; and D. H.

KELLER NOW CANDIDATE. 


Progressives Plan Move to Win a 
Seat in Senate from 
This State. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.}] 
Washington, D. C., May 18.— [Special. 
Illinois politics blazed up all along the line 
in the national capital today. Herearea few 
of the developments: 

1. A complete break between the Wil- 
son administration and Roger Sullivan 
over the questions of Illinois patronage 
and the senatorial campaign was dis- 
closed: 

2. State Senator, Kent Keller of Ava 
telegraphed downstate Illinois congress- 
men that he is a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States sena- 
tor and a bidder for the support of Gov. 
Dunne and Senator Lewis. 

3. Senator Sherman made arrangements 
to go to Illinois to discover whether the 
Republicans of that state desire him to 
be a candidate for renomination. 

4. Illinois Progressives, confident they 
can elect a senator easily, decide to hold 
a conference to select a strong candidate. 


No Appeal to Stringer. 

State Senator Keller in his telegram asked 
the support of all the Democratic representa- 
tives outside of Cook county, with the excep- 
tion of Lawrence B. Stringer of Lincoln, who 
is a candidate for senator, and Louis Fitz- 
Henry of Bloomington, in whose district 
there are two Democratic candidates — 
Stringer and Carl S. Vrooman. 

The telegram conveyed the impression that 
Mr. Keller expects the support of all Demo- 
crats south of the Vandalia, as the only can- 
didate living in that section, and of the anti- 
Sullivan forces in other parts of the state. 

The message also said that Mr. Keller 
would confer on the senatorship tomorrow 
with Gov. Dunne, Senator Lewis, and their 
allies. Congressmen drew from this state- 
ment the conclusion that Mr. Keller is seek- 
ing, but has not obtained, the support of the 
state administration. 

It is known that Mr. Keller expects to ob- 
tain support from the Wilson administra- 
tion. He has been in Washington a great 
deal during the last few months and has had 
frequent conferences with Secretary of State 
Bryan. 

Progressives Are Elated. 

The Progressives are encouraged by the 
outlook in Illinois. With dissension in the 
Democratic party, and, also, they beHeve, in 
Republican ranks, the Progressives are say- 
ing that their candidate for the senatorship 
Will Walk in.“ They are preparing to hold 
a roundup in Chicago within the next few 
weeks to discuss the senatorial situation. It 
is said here that Frank Funk may become a 
candidate. Others believe that Dean Frank- 
lin could win the race. Most of the Progres- 
sives say that the candidate must be a 
former Republican. This would eliminate 
Raymond Robins, who formerly was a Demo- 
crat. 5 | 

Senator Sherman had made no formal an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for renomina- 
tion, and does not intend to until after an 
extended visit to Illinois, where he will gothe 
latter part of this month. He has engage 
ments to speak at Flora and Louisville, in 
Clay couty, o May 28 and 29.

from Available Sources. 


CAN FIX FAIR VALUE. 


Deelares Under Constitution 
Rate Can Be Made Which 
Would Be Just to All. 


States Attorney Maclay Hoyne last night 
issued a statement in which he defends his 
contention that the constitution and statutes 
of Illinois furnish adequate means of collect- 
ing taxes without discrimination. 

Property and persons which have es- 
caped just taxation under the existing eon- 
stitution and laws gan be reached without 
furnishing any claim that there is confisca- 
tion or injustice,’’ said Mr. Hoyne. 

Under the constitution and statutes the 
assessors may fix the fair cash value of all 
real and personal property at 80 per cent of 
its full value for taxation. Or, it may adopt 
some higher, lower, or different percentage 
as a fair cash value. If the same rule is 
adopted for all property it is fair. 


Could Fix Stock Value. 

The assessors could value any share of 
stock of the par value of one hundred, which 
paid 8 per cent, at par, or fix its fair cash 
value, instead of its full value in such case at 
$70 or $80. It might determine that such a 
rule of valuation could be applied to any or 
all corporations, 
“The board might fix a different rate of 
valuation on the stocks of utilities com- 
panies. It might apply a different rule of 
valuation for all bonds. It might adopt a 
different rule in the case of nondividend pay- 
ing stocks.” 


Amendment to Laws. 

It has been suggested that the laws should 
not be enforced until they can be amended 
so as to permit a lower rate of taxation on 
such interest bearing credits as bonds, notes, 
bills, mortgages, and possibly stocks.

Gives Explanation of Note. 

“An excellently organized opposition 
fiercely combated the plan,“ ran that part 
ef the message referring to the referendum. 
“Tt was termed a rainbow chasing scheme. 
The hostility of outside property owners 
and business men to the loop interests was 
appealed to. Taxpayers were untruthfully 
informed that subway construction of this 
character would mean higher taxes. All 
the newspapers of the city, except two, at- 
tacked the proposition day after day with 
ridicule and misrepresentation. The result 
was inevitable—an adverse vote of monu- 
mental proportions. 

“Whether that vote was directed merely 
against the proposed comprehensive subway 
plan or whether it was expressive of oppo- 
sition to any and all subway construction 
is a moot question. To my way of thinking 
subways were on trial before the jury of 
Chicago's electorate and the finding was 
adverse by a vast majority.

Gives His Personal“ Views. 

“Personally I have always maintained 
that the ideal system of transportation for 
Chicago in view of existing conditions, name- 
ly, the occupation of the transportation field 
by the surface and elevated lines and the 
millions of dollars invested in the securities 
of the various companies, would be found 
in a consolidation and unification of all the 
intramural facilities of the city, the con- 
struction of downtown subways for both sur- 
face and elevated lines, the elimination of 
the union loop by the substitution of sub- 
ways in its stead, an exchange of trans- 
fers between all lines, the gradual extension 
of the subways ultimately to cover the en- 
tire Chicago field, the subways and elevated 
lines to be used for rapid transit and express 
service, the surface lines to be utilized as 
feeders to the rapid transit system and for 
short haul business.“ 


Sees Attempt to Grab Fund. 

An “attempt to grab off” the city’s trac- 
tion fund was what the mayor branded the 
wurface lines’ demand for a 7 per cent guar- 
antee in connection with the merger negotia- 
tions. He also said the city bought a gold 
brick” when it approved the municipal pur- 
chase provisions of the 1907 ordinances, be- 
Cause it was only a fortnight later that the 
Supreme court “‘ knocked: Mueller law cer- 
tificates into a cocked hat.” 

Several pargraphs were devoted to the 
Question of what shall be done with the trac- 
tien fund, and the writer saw a new danger 
in connection with it. He attacked the prin- 
tiple of “‘ profiting from overcrowding," and 
sald the state utilities commission might 
put an end to it.

“Much was made of the connection for 
about three months in 1913 of the law firm 
with which Congressman A. J. Sabath is 
connected in the effort of the Chicago Re- 
duction company to secure a renewal of con- 
tract. Personally, I never had ten minutes’ 
conversation on the subject with a single 
representative of the firm. At the outset 
they, in common with representatives of 
other companies, were told that the full 
charge and responsibility of the garbage 
question had been assumed by the city coun- 
cil and the finance committee; they were 
referred to that body. As far as I am ad- 
vised, as far as I am able to learn, the work 
of the firm was in the open, as advocates of 
a concern that held a contract with the city 
and sought to renew it on the most favorable 
terms possible. 

“* Congressman Sabath holds a public office 
and is politically aligned with the city ad- 
ministration. This is the sum and substance 
of the veiled newspaper charges.“ 


Recall for School Trustees, 


The mayor opposed suggestions that the 
school board be elected by the people and 
discussed the evils of the present long bal- 
lot. As a counter suggestion he proposed 
the board be reduced in size and that its 
members be made subject to popular recall. 

The mayor also went to some length to 
make clear his position toward the much dis- 
cussed investigation of the city hall by 
the Chicago bureau of public efficiency. He 
said: 

“If the gentlemen who are furnishing the 
funds for the maintenance of the bureau 
of publec efficiency will furnish the necessary 
financial support to pay for an investiga- 
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ants as Marwick & Mitchell; Price, Water - 
house & Co., or Barrow, Wade & Guthrie, it 
being agreed that none of the management 
or present employés of the bureau of public 
efficiency shall have connection direct or in- 
direct with the work nor with its planning, 
I have no objection. Or if the Association 
of Commerce will undertake an Investigation 
on the same terms and conditions, I am ready 
to say Amen! 

I believe such work should be something 
more than a spasmodic attempt to thake 
political capital, an ephemeral method of 
acquiring notoriety.” 


ACTIONS OF THE COUNCIL. 

Business transacted by the council was 
limited. 

An investigation of “interlocking direc- 
torates among Chicago public utility com- 
panies threatened by an order presented by 
Ald. Merriam, but he had it sent to the com- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric light for con- 
sideration.

From a new witness, James Marshall, a 
negro lad who appears in vaudeville, there 
was the positive, unshaken statement that 
Becker was talking with Jack Rose and two 
other men at about 10 o’ctock on the night of 
June 27, 1912. This was the first and only 
credible corroboration of Rose’sand Vallon’s 
stories. 

From Charles B. Plitt, who testified for 
Becker in the first trial, and who turned 
against him today, was the statement that 
Becker warned him (Plitt) to keep away 
from Times square that night,.“ that 
Becker was angry and indignant over the 
bungling of the job, that Becker sent him 
back and forth to Rose with orders not to 
' * squeal,’ and finally that Becker told him 
to kill Rose if things went wrong. 


Completes Chain of Evidence, 
From former Second Deputy Police Com-

Denver, Colo., May 18.—{Special.}—Gov.

Calls Sinclair a Falsifier. 

“ Sinclair accuses me of falsehood in telling 
the president that a legislative committee 
had been appointed which might bring about 
“mediation.” I, in turn, want to bring a 
falsehood charge against Sinclair concerning 
the militia statements he attributes to me. 

“I did have an interview with him. He 
asked me, Will you return the state militia 
to the field if the federal troops are with- 
drawn?’ I answered, ‘I hope it will not be 
necessary; so long as conditions are peace- 
able and the civil authorities are able to ban- 
die the situation.“ 


Sinclair Wires Wilson. 

Upton Sinclair tonight sent the following 
message to President Wilson:

N increase of 4,000 to 5,000 in the mem- 
bership of the Presbyterian church of 
the U. S. A. will be reported to the gen- 
eral assembly, which meets Thursday in 
the Fourth Presbyterian church, Lincoln 

parkway and Chestnut street, according to the 
Rev. W. H. Roberts, stated clerk. ; 

“The reports still are coming in,” Dr. Rob- 
erts said last evening, “so that I cannot as yet 
be accurate with my figures, but I am certain 
that the increase will be several thousands—I 
think between 4,000 and 5,000.“ 

Dr. Roberts is chairman of the committee 
on evangelism of the federal council of the 
churches of Christ in America and spoke en- 
thusiastically of the evangelistic successes of 
the leaders in the Presbyterian denomination 
especially, commending as evangelists the Rev. 
J. Wilbur Chapman and the Rev. William 
“Billy” A. Sunday. 

“I was with Dr. Chapman in his evangelistic 
campaign in Scotland,” he said, “and I know 
that the results have been large. Dr. Chapman 
is to be with us at the assen.bly, and I hope 
that Mr. Sunday can come.”
